PRESIDENT OF ZAMBIA IS KNOWN AS A MODERATE. THIS MODERATE 
STATESMEN TOLD SECRETARY KISSINGER EMOTIONALLY THAT "YOU HAVE 
ONLY A FEW DAYS, NOT WEEKS. TO SUCCEED." 

3. QTE. ON RACIALISM IN SOUTH AFRICA, SECRETARY KISSINGER 
CANNOT BE JUST AN INTERMEDIARY. HE MUST FIRST CHOOSE 
TO BE PRO-RACIALISM OR ANTI-RACIAL DISCRIMINATION. ONLY 
ON BASIS THIS FIRM STAND CAN HE SERVE AS AN INTERMEDIARY.

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4. QTE. THE BLACK POPULATION IN NAMBIA, RHODESIA AND 
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SOUTH AFRICA WHO WERE PREVIOUSLY MODERATE AND WHO ACCEP- 
TED DE FACTO SEGREGATION IS NOW PROTESTING. IT IS THE 
MODERATE GROUP WHO ENGAGED IN DEMONSTARATIONS AND STRIKES 
IN SOWETO AND OTHER SOUTH AFRICAN CITIES. EVEN THE INDIANS, 
WHO ARE CALLED COLORED, ARE NOW ON THE SIDE OF THE BLACKS... 
SO IT CAN EB CONCLUDED THAT THERE IS A JOINING OF FORCES 
BETWEEN THE MAJOR GROUPS OF BLACKS WHO WERE FORMERLY MO- 
DERATE AND THE RADICAL GUERRILLAS.
